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Business is booming 


BRIDPORT town centre is continuing to 
thrive despite the challenging economic 
climate, according to the latest industry 
research. 

At the end of last year there were fewer empty high 
street shops in Bridport than any other town in the 
South West, with less than one in 50 premises vacant. 

The findings, published last week by retail analysts 
the Local Data Company, have been welcomed by 
Bridport’s business community, who say they are op¬ 
timistic about the future. 

Tim Hunt, chairman of Bridport Business, the 
town’s chamber of trade and commerce, said visitor 
numbers had risen over the last year, and the success 
of existing outlets had encouraged others to set up 
shop in the high street.

“Our own chamber members’ experiences and other 
survey reports confirm that the overall number of vis¬ 
itors and customers has grown considerably in recent 
years, and the report provides a welcome opportunity 
to publicise the wealth of products and services that 
are on offer to our growing local community and vis¬ 
itors,” said Mr Hunt. 

“The collaboration between the council, chamber, 
town market and the many voluntary groups ensures 
that Bridport’s reputation as an exceptionally interest¬ 
ing town to visit and shop is growing. 

“This does attract considerable interest from new 
businesses who want to establish themselves in our 
town.” 


According to the Local Data Company’s ‘Vacancy 
Report’, Bridport was among the country’s top 10 
towns last year, with only 1.9 per cent of high street 
premises unoccupied at the end of 2014. 

The results put Bridport at the top of the list not only 
for West Dorset, but for the whole of the South West 
region, reaffirming the town’s reputation among the 
area’s top shopping destinations. 

When compared to the rest of the UK, which has an 
average vacancy rate of around 12 per cent, Bridport 
is thriving, with its wealth of hotels, entertainment 
outlets, restaurants and bars noted in the report. 

Roger Snook, of Snooks hat shop on West Street, 
said the strong network of traders helped to keep cus¬ 
tomers shopping locally. 

“Bridport is too small to have big brands and we 
have more independent shops here than anywhere 
else,” he said. 

“I like to think we all support each other to a large 


degree. Bridport is so different to anywhere else and 
the diversity of shops draws people into the town.” 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin said the report was 
a “great sign of the strengthening local economy”. 

And town council leader Sarah Williams said the 
figures were “encouraging” and a “great credit” to 
Bridport’s independent traders.

BRIDPORT residents Louise Ramsden and 
Heather Hamer are the driving force behind 
the upcoming Bridport Wildcats strike proj¬ 
ect. 

Louise has lived in Bridport for 12 years 
and works part-time as an 
administrator/book keeper for an educa¬ 
tional and technical software business with 
her husband Neil. She has also done volun¬ 
tary work for the Bridport Oxfam shop, Brid¬ 
port Citizens Advice Bureau and South West 
Dorset LETS scheme. 

Heather moved to Bridport 18 months ago. 
She previously worked as a medical secre¬ 
tary and teaching basic reading and writing 
in a Young Offenders institution. She rein¬ 
vented herself as a songwriter some six 
years ago and plans to continue writing in 
Bridport. 


• COULD you tell me a bit more about the 1912 
Bridport Wildcats project? What will it involve? 

On Saturday, February 14th at about 10.15am we 
will gather in Bucky Doo Square, Bridport, in our 
1912 costumes and then sing songs, led by our ex¬ 
cellent town crier Jane Silver-Corren, just as the orig¬ 
inal women did, including the Suffragette anthem 
"Shoulder to ShoulderWe will then march through 
the streets to Amsafe (the old Gundry's factory) 
where we will have our photo taken by local female 
photographer Rachel Dunford in the same place 
they did in 1912. 

Our aim is to highlight this little known aspect of 
Bridport's social/industrial/women's history, con¬ 
temporary issues of equality and to have a bit of fun 
singing and dressing up! In addition we have been 
really pleased with the many spin-offs inspired by 
the project - singing, song-writing, a marvelous ex¬ 
hibition of women artists called Cre8 at the Chapel 
in the Garden and a play written about the women 
by Maya Peris of Story traders.

• WHAT inspired you both to get involved and 
organise the 1912 Bridport Wildcats project? 
Louise: I went to a fascinating talk by Carlos Guarita 
about a local photographer, Clarence Austin. There 
were some wonderful photographs of women net 
workers who in February 1912, staged a wildcat (not 
organised by a union) strike and protested on the 
streets of Bridport about unfairness at their work¬ 
place. The dignity and camaraderie of the women 
really struck a chord and I thought we could cele¬ 
brate this spirit by re-staging the photos with mod¬ 
ern women in costume. 

Heather: Louise told me about the recreating the 



photograph and I loved her enthusiasm. I felt I 
wanted to celebrate the feisty women net-workers 
of Bridport who stood up to the bosses, and the way 
the town supported them. 

• ARE you both working on projects apart from 
the Wildcat strike? 

No, Wildcats istaking up pretty much all of ourtime 
at the moment. 

• WHAT do you both like doing in your spare 
time? 

Louise: I like walking, dancing, swimming and Tai 
Chi. I also love reading, cryptic crosswords and 
doing a bit of calligraphy. I am a member of the Brid¬ 
port Film Society and support Bridport Arts Centre. 

Heather: I like reading, walking, writing, visiting 
the town's coffee shops, researching my own family 
tree, also researching local history. I also support 
Bridport Arts Centre. After this project I'm going to 
take it easy and just enjoy the area for a while - 
though I'm always open to discovering new proj- 
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ects. I was involved (with nny ex-partner) in two 
recording projects last year for Bridport FM - the 
"Love to Sing" project for local amateur singers, and 
a collaboration of songs/stories written by the local 
creative writing group. The Story Traders. 


• WHAT drew you both to the area? 

Louise: We have family in Hampshire and Cornwall 
and Dorset was a good point in between both. But 
really it was the sheer beauty of the landscape that 
drew us to Bridport. We also loved the local shops 
like Leakers & Fruits of the Earth, we thought it 
would be a really good place to bring up our chil¬ 
dren and indeed it has been. 

Heather: I have lived in Bridport for 18 months, 
drawn here by the creative spirit I found here, and 
the sense of community. I'm now officially a pen¬ 
sioner, though am outgoing and love meeting new 
people and getting involved in new projects.There's 
so much to do in Bridport, sometimes the difficulty 
is choosing which activity to go with! This is my first 
time living in a small community, and I love living 
here. I enjoy living near the coast; I love walking on 
my own at Burton Bradstock. 

• DO you have any more projects lined up for 
the future? What would you like to do? 

We will be doing something about the Wildcats at 
the Rope Walk Fair in May, with the Museum. I hope 
this event will continue to inspire people to stand 
up for their rights, there is still a lot to be done with 
a 19 per cent pay gap and women being dispropor¬ 
tionately effected by the growth of zero hours con¬ 
tracts and the low pay offered for vital jobs like 
caring, in our community. But I think I also need to 
get on with all the things I've been neglecting whilst 
organising this event!

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Councillors to fight election plans 


DISTRICT council 
chiefs have been 
warned that contro¬ 
versial plans to pass 
on the cost of running 
local elections will 
damage democracy. 

Under the proposals, 
BridportTown Council 
will be forced to foot 
the bill for elections, at 
a cost of almost 
£14,000 - roughly £2 
per elector. 

West Dorset District 
Council announced its 
intentions to'recharge' 
Brid port ratepayers for 


the cost of elections 
last year, but the 
changes are not due 
to be introduced until 
2019. 

Now town council¬ 
lors say they will fight 
the plans, which could 
present a "barrier to 
democracy". 

Speaking at a recent 
meeting, council 
leader Sarah Williams 
said: "We are going to 
be charged from 2019, 
half cost for a by-elec¬ 
tion and full cost for a 
full election - I think

this will take away 
from democracy and 
in a lot of parishes 
there will not be elec¬ 
tions. 

"I think we should 
make some fairly 
strong comments in 
the consultation on 
this, saying how 
wrong they are." 

West Dorset District

Members of Bridport 
Town Council criti¬

Councillors also 
warned that, if asked 
to run elections, they 
may be forced to look 
for ways to cut costs 
themselves - an ap¬ 
proach that could 
prove "detrimental to 
the democratic 


Solar farm plans frozen 


PLANS to build a huge solar 
farm on a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest near Beaminster 
have been put on hold, after 
government bosses stepped in 
to prevent a snap decision. 

The Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment has now issued an 
instruction to West Dorset 
planning chiefs not to grant 
permission for the develop¬ 
ment at Rampisham Down 
without special authorisation. 

A public inquiry could yet 
be ‘called in’, with its recom¬ 
mendations presented to the 
Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment Eric Pickles for a final 
decision. 

Last month West Dorset 
District Council opted to ap¬ 
prove planning permission for 
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the solar farm, sparking out¬ 
rage among conservationists 
and wildlife campaigners. 

Since launching a campaign 
to fight the development just 
days after the ruling, the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust says 
more than 7,000 letters have 
been sent to Mr Pickles, call¬ 
ing for urgent action over the 
proposals. 

The Trust’s chief executive 
Simon Cripps said he had 
been “overwhelmed” by the 
strength of support shown by 
people in West Dorset. 

“It is good news that the 
process of issuing planning 
permission has been halted for 
the time being, but we need to 


continue putting pressure on 
the government to get this per¬ 
verse decision overturned,” he 
said. 

“This is not only of local 
concern, but would also have 
national implications if a de¬ 
velopment such as this is built 
on a highly protected SSSI 
wildlife site, when other sites 
are available. DWT supports 
solar power, just not on an 
SSSI.” 

Despite objections from 
Natural England - the govern¬ 
ment’s advisory agency on en¬ 
vironmental matters - 
planning bosses at West 
Dorset District Council ap¬ 
proved plans for a solar farm 
to be built on the 187-acre 
site. 

Council planning bosses say 
a balance was sought between 


economic and environmental 
benefits when making the de¬ 
cision. 

Home to a rare grouping of 
plants and fungi, Rampisham 
Down also supports a range of 
wildlife, from adders to sky¬ 
larks, within its unique grass¬ 
land and heathland habitats. 

And the Trust is adamant 
that the site be left alone - es¬ 
pecially, it says, as there are 
alternative locations for the 
solar farm development. 

But developer British Solar 
Renewables says there is little 
evidence of rare wildlife on 
the site and that no damage 
will be caused to the grass¬ 
lands during the construction 
of the farm. 

Campaigners are now urging 
Mr Pickles to call the dispute 
in for a public inquiry. 


School bounces back with glowing report 


STAFF at Bridport Primary School have 
been commended for their progress, just 
weeks after being judged as 'requiring 
improvement' by Ofsted, writes LOTTIE 
WELCH, 

Inspectors found problems at the 
school back in November, but a follow¬ 
up visit last month has recognised an im¬ 
mediate improvement. In a report 
published last week, teachers and pupils 
were praised for making urgent changes 
to bring standards up to scratch. 

The report outlines that staff have "fo¬ 
cused determinedly on securing consis¬ 
tently good teaching throughout the 
school". 

It also acknowledges that the Ofsted in¬ 
spection served as a "catalyst" needed to 
bring about an "increased drive and com¬ 
mitment from all staff and governors to 
secure higher standards for pupils." 

The inspectors noticed improvements 
in the quality of pupils'written work and 
presentation, and said improvements in 
teaching had also boosted pupils' atti¬ 
tudes to learning. 

Debbie Brown, headteacher at Bridport 
Primary School, said staff had worked in¬ 
credibly hard since the first report and 
were really pleased to receive such a pos¬ 
itive report. 

She said: "The report is very good. [The 


inspectors] spent a lot of time talking to 
people - senior and middle leaders, and 
children - on their perspectives from be¬ 
fore and after the inspection. 

"They were really impressed with the 
children and said what articulate, pas¬ 
sionate people they are - we have a 
strong pupil voice. 

"I think they were also really surprised 
by the quality and quantity of artwork, 
which has never been a strength of ours. 

"It has been seven or eight weeks since 
the inspection and it is great to have the 
HMI report say we are on track and doing 
well." 


Mrs Brown said the school had always 
been "on the right path" but acknowl¬ 
edged that staff had stepped up the pace 
in recent weeks. 

She added: "When we were hit with the 
inspection, it could have brought every¬ 
one down. But the response of the teach¬ 
ers has been great. 

"They have been really strong and are 
all pulling in the same direction. All we 
want is the best for the children, not that 
they were complacent or doing the 
wrong job before, but they are strong 
and determined to do the best for the 
school."

mandatory role as the 
election authority - 
and I thinkthat should 
stay as that. 

"Until the district 
council disappears and 
we get a new author¬ 
ity, they are the official 
body who are charged 
by the government to 
run elections and, 
therefore, I think to 
recharge is a waste of 
time. 

"I think the authority 
that is charged with 
that mandatory power 
should pay for it. But 
we have until 2019 to 
make a case."

Council bosses to act on Dorset 
Waste Partnership overspend 


COUNCIL leaders have blasted the Dorset Waste 
Partnership for its “unacceptable” budget overspend 
and have promised to take urgent action to straighten 
out its finances. 

An emergency plan has been put in place to keep 
a close watch on the way budgets are set in the fu¬ 
ture, after bosses overspent by a total of £2.76 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

All levels of the partnership’s management will be 
thoroughly investigated, with tighter controls on the 
hire of vehicles - the costs of which amount to 
around half of the DWP’s overspend. 

Council chiefs now say “stringent measures” are 
in place to prevent future financial problems and re¬ 
store confidence in the project. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chairman of the 
Dorset Waste Partnership Joint Committee, said: 
“The unexpected increase in the DWP overspend is 
unacceptable to partner councils, who joined to¬ 
gether to deliver better services for local people at a 
reduced cost. 

“Stringent measures are now in place to prevent 
future inaccuracy and restore partners’ confidence.” 

The DWP was formed in 2011 and consists of all 
seven of Dorset’s local authorities. It is responsible 
for managing waste, boosting recycling rates and 
providing street-cleaning services. 

Last year an overspend of £2.3 million was discov¬ 
ered, triggering a rigorous investigation of the DWP 
budget. 

But since then, a further £492,000 of previously 
unbudgeted costs - including an additional £300,000 
on hire vehicles alone - were identified. 

The costs making up the total overspend include: 

# hire vehicles (£1.3m) 

• operational staffing costs.

including agency fees (£556,000); 

• disposal costs for the increased total 
amount of household waste (£441,000); 

• falling prices for recyclable materials, 
reducing income (£284,000); 

• vehicle parts and maintenance (£115,000); 

• two external reviews into the DWP (£52,000); 

• other minor variances (£13,000). 

Further scrutiny is to come, with the joint commit¬ 
tee due to consider the recommendations of two 
more independent reviews - by the South West 
Audit Partnership, and Local Partnerships (jointly 
owned by the Treasury and the Local Government 
Association) - at its next meeting. 

A third, wider-ranging external review is also ex¬ 
pected to take place later this year, though details 
are still to be finalised. 

Councillor Alford added: “Councillors will care¬ 
fully consider the recommendations from the inde¬ 
pendent reviews to agree the necessary actions and 
future direction. 

“Dorset councils remain committed to working to¬ 
gether to provide the best possible waste services 
for the best possible value during these very chal¬ 
lenging times.”

Tributes paid to last survivor of secret wartime patrol 


TRIBUTES have been paid to fornner 
Beanninster resident Walter George 
Raymond - the last survivor of a secret 
wartime patrol unit - who died last 
week at the age of 102. 

Mr Raymond, who worked as a 
farmer in the town for many years be¬ 
fore and after World War II, was the 
final remaining member of the Meer- 
hay Auxiliary Patrol Unit - a secret 



team of servicemen based in Beamin- 
ster who were specially trained to pre¬ 
pare for a German invasion. 

He served in the Home Guard and 
was recruited as a member of the 
Meerhay patrol between 1940 and 
1944, during which time he was se¬ 
cretly drilled in combating guerrilla 
warfare and sabotage tactics in case 
of an unexpected attack. 

Alongside his dramatic wartime 
story, Mr Raymond is also remem¬ 
bered as one of Beaminster's longest- 
serving milkmen, delivering to houses 
in the area up to his retirement in 
1986. 

"He was a very generous man and 
true to his word," said his nephew, An¬ 
drew Raymond. 

"He would shake hands on agree¬ 
ments rather than write anything 
down. 

"His favourite hobby was going to 
Yeovil market and meeting his farm¬ 
ing friends, and he loved his garden - 
he would always give me something 
from his garden when I visited." 


Mr Raymond was born at Home 
Farm in Shipton Gorge on December 
23rd 1912, but his mother sadly died 
six years later. 

The family moved to Chantry Farm 
in 1928, and by the outbreak of 
war, George and his brother Ernest 
had started a milk round in Beamin- 
ster. 

To make money, the pair would also 
catch rabbits and sell them to the local 
butcher for a penny each. 

The family moved to Hewstock Farm 
on Tunnel Road in 1940, where 
George married his wife Eileen Payne 
in 1962. They celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary in May 2012. 

It was during this time that he was 
recruited to join the Meerhay unit, in 
which he served for four years. 

Little is known about the secret 
units, but volunteer historians at the 
Coleshill Auxiliary Research Team are 
working to uncover more information. 

After the war Mr Raymond contin¬ 
ued farming and delivering milkto the 
houses in Beaminster, before retiring 


in 1986. 

He suffered a stroke in 2004 and 
spent the last few years of his life liv¬ 
ing at Bymead House in Charmouth 
with his wife Eileen, who died in Octo¬ 
ber 2013. 

His battledress blouse and side cap 
can be found in Beaminster Museum, 
along with some of the Hewstock 
Dairy milk bottles. 


Andrew Raymond, who took over 
the reins at the farm almost 30 years 
ago, added: "I took over Hewstock 
Farm when he retired, but he would 
always want to feed the cattle or drive 
around the farm. 

"He liked the church and has asked 
us to give donations to Beaminster 
Museum and St Mary's Church. He will 
be greatly missed."

Bacon's china going under the hammer 


FRANCIS Bacon’s favourite dinner service, which he 
used daily, is to go under the hammer at Duke’s sale¬ 
rooms in Dorchester. 

The artist had the service at his home in Reece 
Mews, South Kensington, a former Victorian coach 
house which also doubled at his studio. 

The unremarkable crockery was made by Cauldon 
in the late 1930s and retailed by Maple and Co Ltd, a 
department store. 

In itself it is today worth about £30 but, because it 
belonged to Bacon, it has an estimate of £10-15,000 
and will go under the hammer at Duke’s of Dorchester 
next Thursday, February 19th. 

After his death in 1992, aged 82, Bacon left every¬ 
thing to his friend and companion John Edwards, who 
died 14 years ago. The china has come to auction 
through John Edwards’ family who inherited his es¬ 
tate. 

Amy Brenan from Duke’s said: “Erancis Bacon is 
arguably the most important post-war British artist. 

“His kitchen at Reece Mews was well-known as it 
housed the bath and it is amusing to think of Bacon 
taking a bath, warming himself by the heat of his 
oven, with the table laid with this crockery. 

The service is coloured white with apple green and 
gilt borders. It consists of an oval meat plate, a veg¬ 


etable tureen and cover, an open tureen, a sauce tureen 
and cover, one soup plate, a small oval serving plate, 
nine side plates, eight dessert plates and one soup 
plate stand.

Driver cut free after car crash 


A WOMAN was taken to hospital with what are 
understood to be serious injuries, following a car 
crash near Beaminster at the weekend.

A spokesman for the Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service said crews used hydraulic cutting equip¬ 
ment to dismantle the vehicle and free the driver. 

No other vehicles were involved in the collision 
and police believe there were no witnesses.

They have also launched the Spend a Tenner Lo-

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cally campaign in which they are asking residents to 
spend £10 a week in local shops to support Bridport’s 
food economy. 

Project manager Linda Hull said: “The initial idea 


for Food Future February stems from the fact that ‘in¬ 
dustrial agriculture’ is wreaking the plant. 

“We all have to eat but the way our food is produced 
and traded has led to a deepening global food crisis. 
It is a very big a complex issue and is difficult to com¬ 
municate - but we have to start somewhere.” 

Food Future Bridport is a cross sector partnership 
supported by Communities Living Sustainably in 
Dorset, a Big Lottery funded initiative, which aims 
to help people in West Dorset tackle climate change 
and live more sustainably. 

The group will also be outlining resident’s issues 
when buying food, what is important to them and ask¬ 
ing them to take the FEAST Pledge in which they 
must chose an aspect of their eating or buying habits 
and pledge to change it for the better. 

Linda added: “The first step is to learn about the is¬ 
sues, to talk to each other and then to think about how 
we can respond. So we are starting small by asking 
people about diet, shopping habits, cooking, what 
they know about the story behind the food they eat 
and what they care about when it comes to the food 
they put in their mouths. 

“It will be the first step towards finding out how we 
can all eat food that is good for us, good for animals 
and good for the planet. 

“We hope to start a conversation that can grow and 
involve more people and slowly begin to change peo¬ 
ple’s minds about the kind of food system they are 
using their money to support, and in time to point to 
alternatives.”

THE latest phase of an im¬ 
portant scheme being 
rolled out across Dorset's 
libraries is set to support 
hundreds of people 
in Bridport affected by 
dementia. 

The 'Reading Well Books on 
Prescription'initiative, which is 
being driven by libraries across 
the county, aims to provide ad¬ 
vice and information to people 
suffering with dementia and 
their carers. 

Those steering the project 
say targeted reading schemes 
can help people cope with the 
effects of dementia, as well as 
other mental health condi¬ 
tions. 

A total of 25 titles providing 
information, advice and sup¬ 
port for people recently diag¬ 
nosed with dementia are now 
available from Bridport Library. 

The books offer guidance on 
early memory loss along with 
practical help for carers with 
suggested activities to help 
people remain active and inde¬ 
pendent for as long as possible. 

The initiative was launched 
at Dorchester Library and 


Learning Centre last week, 
where visitors took the oppor¬ 
tunity to find out more about 
the illness and try out special 
activities designed to stimu¬ 
late the brain, including seated 
dance classes and group 
singing. 

Now in its second year, the 
scheme has already helped 
more than 275,000 people 
with common mental health 
conditions feel better through 
self-help reading. 

And Dorset County Council 
says the initiative is helping to 
address worrying statistics 
about the lack of dementia di¬ 
agnoses in the area. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, 
the council's cabinet 
member for community serv¬ 
ices, said: "The scheme gives 
an opportunity for our li¬ 
braries to play a significant role 
in helping to build a dementia- 
friendly community across 
Dorset. 

"Dorset has the worst rates of 
diagnosis [in the country] and 
three quarters of people living 
with dementia do not have a 
diagnosis, compared to a na¬ 
tional average of 60 percent. 


"We also want to promote 
the benefits of an early diag¬ 
nosis, which is vital so people 
can access appropriate treat¬ 
ments available, as well as sup¬ 
port and advice to enable 
them to live well with the con¬ 
dition." 

Cllr Michael Bevan, the coun¬ 
cil's 'champion' for mental 
health, added: "Better aware¬ 
ness and understanding of the 
condition is clearly needed, so 
I would urge anyone wanting 
to learn more about dementia 
to visit their local library and 
ask about the Reading Well 
Books on Prescription 
scheme." 
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MEMBERS of the Bridport 
Friendship Centre are appealing 
for more volunteers to help at the 
club. 

People are desperately needed 
to help organise events, bring in 
new ideas and to provide assis¬ 
tance to the current leaders in 
order to revive the club. 

The group is celebrating its 20* 
anniversary this year - which they 
are hoping to celebrate with a spe¬ 
cial birthday party and celebrity 
guest - but committee members 
fear that if help is not urgently re¬ 
ceived, the club could end.

New play about "the Shrewsbury 
24" comes to the Marine Theatre 



UNITED WE STAND, a new play based on 
the story of "Shrewsbury 24", when 24 
building workers were accused and 
three jailed for violent picketing and in¬ 
timidating workers in Shropshire in 
1973, is set to perform at the Marine 
Theatre on Saturday, February 14th. 

In the 1960s and 70s the UK's building 
companies were making millions re¬ 
building the country, but building work¬ 
ers faced the most dangerous working 
conditions and poorest wages of any 
trade. In the summer of'72, for twelve 
weeks, 300,000 building workers 
launched their industry's first national 
all-out strike to end cash "lump" wages 
and seek better pay by using the contro¬ 
versial tactic of'Flying Pickets'. The par¬ 
tial success of the strike, and the 
methods used, enraged the construc¬ 
tion industry and government, and cul¬ 
minated in the arrest of 24 builders in 
North Wales who were charged with of¬ 
fences including conspiracy to intimi¬ 
date and affray. The "24" were 
prosecuted at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
in 1973 and three were jailed, including 
building workers Des Warren and Ricky 
Tomlinson. 

United We Stand 
tells the story behind the compelling 
dispute and dispels the myth, put about 
at the time, that the pickets were a crim¬ 
inally violent rather than ordinary work¬ 
ing men seeking a better life for 
themselves and their fellow workers.

The events surrounding the strike are 
still making headlines to this day, and 42 
years on, the high-profile Shrewsbury 
24 Campaign, led by picket turned actor 
Ricky Tomlinson is still seeking to over¬ 
turn the unjust prosecution of the 24 
building workers. 

Ricky Tomlinson said about the play, "I 
am delighted The Townsend Theatre 
Company are presenting a play about 
the 1972 building workers strike, and 
the plight of the Shrewsbury 24 build¬ 
ing worker pickets. It is 41 years since I, 
together with Des Warren and John 
McKinsie Jones, were charged with con¬ 
spiracy and jailed. 

"We were charged with conspiracy, 
but we believe the real conspiracy was 
between the government, the building 
contractors and the judiciary. They 


wanted the prison sentences to act as a 
deterrent, to prevent workers from tak¬ 
ing strike action. 

"Every worker should know what hap¬ 
pened to us so as to ensure it does not 
happen again."

Up until this point Bridport had every 
chance to progress and for most of the first 
half had produced the better opportunities. 

With Warren Byerley having to pull out on

But then five minutes 
from halftime gave away a sloppy goal. 

"I thought Sean Stewart's sending off was 
debateable. Having already been booked, 
Rogers was cute enough to kick the ball at 
him as he was retreating and the referee 
couldn't get his card out quick enough - that 
killed the game for us."
